R. Jack Smith and Kent might wish to brief Foster themselves. Wheelon 
noted a basic factor was that Foster believes the intelligence community 
should have access to classified Soviet military papers on planning. Bross 
noted that the PFIAB had requested a statement of intelligence deficiencies 
from DOD. (See Action item 1)
